The Student Health Center is open Monday 
through Thursday from 8~ 10 and on Fridays 8—5. 
Student Insurance is offered at $17.50 a semester 
and $35 a year. This insurance will cover all 
emergency hospitalization care and will pay for 
medical care of a student and/or family if they 
have to be referred to a hospital by the Health 
Center. The ASSC office is handling the insurance 
and the last day to purchase it is Oct. 20. 


Scholarships 

Undergraduate college students who are in need 
of financial assistance to continue college should 
file a state scholarship application. Approximately 
9,600 new state scholarships will be awarded in 
April 1972 for use in 1972-73. Most of the new 
awards will be available to high school seniors but 
the number available for currently enrolled college 
students who are not already in the state 
scholarship program will be approximately 1,500 
in number 

State scholarships are available for use at any 
accredited four-year college in California, plus the 
California Maritime Academy. The awards range 
from $500 to $2,000 at independent colleges, 
$300 to $600 at the University of California, and 
are in the amount of fees charged to students at 
the California State Colleges (approximately 
$160). The former 24-year-old age iimit for new 
applicants has been raised to age 30 effective with 
this year’s competition. Applications are available 
in the office of Financial Aid of the college or 
directly from the State Scholarship and Loan 
Commission, 714 P Street, Sacramento, California 
95814. Applications must be filed with the State 
Scholarship Commission by midnight, November 
19, 1971. Scores on the Scholastic Aptitude Test 
must also be submitted as part of an application.

Review: 


The East is Red

This review is not for serious students of modern Chinese culture, 
revolutionary art, or radical philosophy. It is written for everyone 
else who plans to aitend “The East is Red” expecting as I did, an 
inside look at modern Communist China. (It is, after ali, billed as the 
first People’s Republic of China movie allowed to enter the United 
States.) 

The grim truth will become evident as the movie's full title flashes 
across the screen—“‘The East is Red—An Epic in Song and Dance.” 

“Epic” is an excellent word to describe the propaganda-fillea 
production numbers that continue for two and one-half hours, 
detailing the history of the Revolution in glowing subtitles. 

The film was obviously made for Chinese audiences—which is not, 
if you think about it, unreasonable. But its propaganda is simply too 
blatant to be intended for skeptical American audiences. 

In addition, “The East is Red” features a mixture of p tics and 
entertainment that often nonplusses the Western viewer. It is truly 
astounding to watch a bevy of fresh-faced young girls, who by all 
Western standards should be singing of love or springtime, warbling 
“We love the Red Army. . . Chairman Mao is our guide!” 

This novelty, and that of the unfamiliar Chinese singing, soon 
wears off, leaving an unrelenting series of song-and-dance numbers 
reminiscent of the Busby Berkeley spectaculars of the 1930's. Their 
overdramatization, as though the characters were miming, and the 
monotony of loving the Red Army in every other stanza all combine 
to make “The East is Red”’ pretty thin entertainment for the average 
viewer. 

While the film is not instructive in the current events/“Color 
Traventure Theater” style, it does Significantly show college 
audiences that the United States can’t hold a candle to the People’s 
Republic of China in the area of nationalist frenzy. 

“The East is Red” is not a movie for beginners. It is a rough 
chunk of Communist Chinese culture which can probably only be 
valued by someone who is already familiar with that culture. 

Otherwise, seeing “The East is Red” would be roughly equivalent 
to the United States’ sending “Sing Out, Sweet Land” or “The Ed 
Sullivan Show” to the People’s Republic. Their response would 
probably be “How quaint.”

Is SSC child care only 
for the wealthy?

The Sacramento State Child 
Care Center, organized last 
spring and scheduled to begin 
Operation concurrent with 
school’s opening, is presently 4 
discriminatory operation 
because its $50.00 per child/per 
month does not allow the 
financially struggling parent to 
participate. At this charge, 
welfare recipients or other 
minority members cannot 
possibly afford to send their 
children to the day care center. 
Only with these parents’ support 
can the problem be alleviated, 
and their response is needed now 
while efforts are being made to 
lower the fee. 

The Center is currently holding 
restriction sessions this week at 
the Freemont Church across 
from State. Here ten children 
(rather than the scheduled 45) 
are being supervised by work 
study students and other 











qualified volunteers under the 
guidance of paid fulltime 
director, Doreen Barnes. It is 
not known where the Center will 
move next week--yet the 
permanent site, a mobile unit to 
be constructed on campus, will 
not arrive until early October. 
Meanwhile, 45 children and a 





gatherings they'd like because 
ald care is unavailable. It is not 
fsir to these uncprivileged 
parents that they cannot enter 
their children while other SSC 
students can have theirs 
enrolled. For this reason, a 
group of self-acciaimed “Welfare 
Mothers on Campus” are doing

The actual elections in South Vietnam have touched off major 
demonstrations and civil strife in that country and heated 
controversy in the United States concerning the state of 
democracy in South Vietnam.

Congress, bowing to pressure 
from college students and others 
for a more equitible draft, 


birthdate, regardless of the 
location of their draft boards. 
Requested by the President, this 
new rule will end charges that 
certain draft boards were “safer” 
than others. Thus all men with 
the same lottery number will be 
inductible at the same time. 

Another provision provides 
incentives for more men to 
volunteer. Originally requested 
by the President last year, the 
$2.4 billion pay hike ($1.8 
billion for first term enlisted 
men and junior officers) will go 
into effect October 1, unless the 
Cost of Living Council, which 
oversees the current wage-price 
freeze, rules otherwise. 

For a recruit or seaman 
recruit, class E-1, average annual 
pay will be $4,872, as compared 
with $3,165 at present (65 
percent increase). At the top of 
the scale, a colonel or Navy 
captain, class 0-6, will get 
$26,389 as against $24,850 now 
(6 percent increase). 

Conscientious objectors will 
be given two-year assignments to 
civilian service, The 
Senate-House Conference 
Committee emphasized that this 
work will “parallel in his 
experiences, to a reasonable 
extent, the experiences of the 
young man who is inducted in

his stead.” 

The Mansfield ainendment to 
require _ total US __ troop 
withdrawal from Vietnam was 
approved in modified form as a 
“sense of Congress” title in the 
act. Mansfield’s nine-month 
timetable is now stated as “the 
earliest practicable date” for 
cessation of “all military 
operations of the United States 
in Indochina,” and “a date 
certain... for the prompt and 
orderly withdrawal of ali United 
States military forces. . . subject 
to the release of all American 
prisoners of war held by the 
Government of North Vietnam 
and forces allied with such 
Government, and an accounting 
for all Americans missing in 
action who have been held by or 
known to such Government or 
such forces.” 


The titie also urges the 
President to acgotiate with 
North Vietnam “a ceasefire by 
all parties,” the withdrawal date 
contingent on POW releases and 
the accounting of MIA’s, and 
withdrawal of US troops from 
all of Indochina. 

The Senate passed the 
compromise bill by 4 vote of 
55-30 on Sept. 21. The House 
vote on Aug. 4 was 297-108.

The northern California Peace 
Action Coalition and the 
; Student Mobilization Commitee 
have laid cut the most ambitious 
antiwar campaign in the history 
of the movement for this fall. 

At the July 2 to 4.convention 
of the National Peace Action 
Coalition at Hunter College in 
New York City, the majority of 
the 2400 delegates voted to 
organize October 13 
moratoriums on _ business as 
usual in every city, town, and 
campus, in the country, October 

*25 Gl-veteran antiwar activities; 
November 3 student strikes; and 
November 6 antiwar 
demonstrations in 16 cities, 
inciuding San Francisco. 


This entire program was later 
endorsed by the Student 
Mobilization Committee, the 
largest student organization in 
the country. The October 13 
moratoriums and November 6 
demonstrations will also be 
sponsored by the People’s 
Coalition for Peace and Justice, 
the other major antiwar 
coalition. The November 3 
student strike will be 
co-sponsored by the Association 
of Student Governments. 

The organization of the fall 
offensive in northern California 
will be mapped out at a regional 
antiwar organizing conference, 
to be held at City College of San 
Francisco on October | and 2, 
which all antiwar activists in 
northern California are urged to 
attend. 

The fall antiwar calendar for 
northern California is as follows: 

Northern 
California antiwar organizing 
conference.

I remembez the time when I didn’t like long-hair music. But then 
this bigot experienced a true revelation while seeing and hearing and 
really feeling my first live concert. | was emersed with music; | was 
ecstatic! 

As a result of that concert and consequent studies, | now hail 
Beethoven to be the greatest composer up to this time. And he is 
today. He lives through his music because the music he wrote came 
through his heart: the music was the soul of the man. 

This article and others following are not going to worship Luddy 
(Beethoven) anymore than the Beatles. . . but music on Beethoven's 
side of the fence will be discussed. Not just Classical music which 
Beethoven wrote but music from all eras up to this year, and 
specifically, music that will be performed in this area. Music that is 
normally considered popular (rock, country, some jazz, etc.) will not 
be included because of the wealth of material readily available on 
the open market. However, it may be referred to frequently. 

Now, if you are a regular concert goer, and you listen only to 
“classical” music (the former “long-hair” type) then please cut this 
article out, or better yet leave the paper intact but opened to this 
page, and give it to someone who doesn’t go to concerts but does 
have an open mind. Since college students are exempt from bigotry 
and petty biases and few students go to concerts, just about anyone 
will do. But do it!!! I’m not trying to reach the martini or 
champagne crowd who can’t wait for the concert to finish so that 
they can rush to the social hour. (The ones who don’t listen to the 
music but can tell you all about it because they’ve heard the same 
piece hundreds of times before.) 


I'm not trying to interest those people who choke the music of 
free and dynamic men and women by refusing to listen to anyone 
but Mozart and Beethoven. Great music continues to be written, and 
it must be performed and heard. Too often the orchestra plays to a 
packed concert hall full of empty people. Get the music out of the 
hall itself and back to the people. That’s where it came from, and 
that’s where it was intended to go: to reach out and touch your soul 
through your heart. And if you’ve got these two things then I’m 
going to touch you with these articles. 

To appreciate life you can't limit your experiences to your own 
social confines. (This makes for small people because they have no 
room to grow.) You must seek out new adventures, experience many 
manifestations of emotion, of art, to truly find your self. 

The musical tastes of an individual are often predicated by his or 
her environment (as are social behavioral petterns). You don’t have 
to study your native language in order to communicate: You just 
learn it—by being there and hearing it. 

The same is true of music. You learn to like popular music if your 
life-style incorporates it—opera is included. Many “common” people 
in Italy know the operas by heart and often sing them at work. I 
know a fellow who grew up in Germany, and every Thursday his 
family would pack a lunch and go to the opera as we would go toa 
movie. 

However, to learn something beyond your everyday pattern of 
living without leaving it, requires some study. One can’t truly 
appreciate French impressionistic poetry in the early twentieth 
century without knowing their language. Some words are just not 
translatable. The same is true of music you haven't heard before. For 
example, that of the ancient Japanese. | was fortunate to have had a 
private audience with one of the best Biwa (lute) players on the West 
Coast. Though I don’t “speak the language” | was able to enjoy the 
performance with just a brief description of what the composer was 
saying through her instrument and her kind of music. 

Music is Art, and Art is the emotion of the Spirit of Nature, the 
soul of Man. So, to understand the former “long-hair” music 
requires two things: (1) some knowledge of the composers’ 
life-styles and their intent, and (2) a willingness to sit down and 


I will try to provide the first; you'll have to provide the second. If 
you bear with me, you will uncover a new dimension in musical 
experience. You will share the hardship and poverty of people like 
Bela Bartok, a man whose fascinating music wil! grip and release you 
only to have you beg for captivity. The music he wrote (he died in a 
poor house in 1945) belongs to his own style and was often 
influenced by his lifetong research of ancient Hungarian folk 
melodies. 

Two weeks from now Bela Bartok and his music will be discussed 
in more detail and the following weekend Oct. 16 and 17, the 
Sacramento Symphony wili perform Bartok’s Piano Concerto No 3, 
with the noted young pianist, John Ogden. 

Other works will, of course, be played and these also will be 
discussed somewhat. You really shoudn’t miss this concert, and it's 
not that expensive: students only pay half-price for season tickets 
This season's program is full of newer music, and includes two World 
Premieres, one of which was written by Daniel Kingman, Professor 
of Music here at SSC.

STOP RIPPING 


An estimated $20,000 to 
$30,000 in merchandise is 
ripped-off yearly from the 
Hornet Bookstore, according to 
Manager Kari Lorentzen. While 
the most expensive item pilfered 
is books, 19-cent pens are the 
most common, and the easiest to 
conceal 

“We pick up about 100 people 
every semester for shoplifting,” 
said Lorentzen, who feels that 
considering the 17,000 plus 
students enrolled, this is not a 
dad percentage. “In my 
experience with students,” 
continued Lorentzen, “they’re a 
pretty damn honest bunch of 
people.” 


Not much happens to a student 
caught in the act. He is required 
to give his name and address and 
to show his student body card. 
He is then talked to and 
encouraged not to repeat the 
offense, and a record is made of 
the merchandise by cost and

item. No disciplinary action is 
taken, since the main approach 
of bookstore management and 


the administration is 
preventation, rather than 
prosecution. 


Lorentzen added, however, 
that consistent violators will be

The little-known 
helper

Recent surveys indicate that 
30-40% of the Sacramento State 
student body knows nothing 
about the Counseling Service. 
But inside Administration 259 is 
a staff of twelve psychologists, 
trained and ready to aid students 
in all manners of personal, 
educational, and vocational 
problems at no cost to the 
student. 

Although the Counseling 
Service is equipped to administer 
vocational guidance, it is 
primarily a Psychological 
Counseling Center, geared to 
help the student increase 
self-understanding and 
self-realization. The majority of 
students who utilize the service 
do so because of some sort of 
personal problem. It should be 
emphasized, however, that all 
matters discussed with a 
counselor are strictly 
confidential and not available to 
any other administrative 
department. Counselors, 
moreover, are free of making 
any kind of administrative 
decision about the student 

R.L. Morrison, Associate Dean 
of Students, feels that there are 
many students at Sacramento 
State who would use the 
Counseling Service if they knew 
more about it. With this in mind, 


Morrison is attempting to get his 
staff out into areas of student 
traffic, a major aspect of this 
*‘outreach” program involving 
the establishment of student 
groups for the purpose of 
personal development. This kind 
of group counseling has already 
been tried with probationary 
students and the results have 
been favorable. 


According to Dean Morrison, 

these groups are led by a 
counseling staff member. The 
emphasis is on helping the 
individual grow as a human 
being, not on tearing his 
character apart. The Dean has 
found that in some cases the 
group experience can be more 
beneficial to the student than 
the one-to-one relationship 
which exists with a counselor 
He states that some people find 
they can make a firmer 
commitment to a group 


If his hopes for outreach 
activities materialize, Dean 
Morrison predicts he will need 
four or five more staff members 
to handle the increased load. 
This would be a welcome 
problem for the Dean, who 
would like nothing more than to 
reach all students who desire 
help.

Since profits are used to benefit 
students, staff, and faculty, 
shoplifters are essentially, in 
Lorentzen’s words, “Stealing 
from their own pockets.” 

According to Lorentzen, the 
bookstore has a good approach 
to the problem with its student 
security force. “I think putting 
it on a student-to-student level is 
much better than having a 
part-time policeman in the 
store,” he said. 

An interesting sidelight to the 
bookstore pilferage occasionally 
comes in mail addressed to the 
bookstore -2 money order with 
an unsigned note reading,“For 
merchandise stolen while 
attending SSC.” 

Reported thefts from the 
bookdrops at the front of the 
store, for which the bookstore 
claims no responsibility, number 
about 20 per semester. An 
obvious preventative measure 
would be for students to lock 
belongings in the coin-return

Charles Moore, includes juniors, 
seniors, and graduate students as 
well as work-study helpers who 
are well qualified to help in any 
area of English interest. 

Open Monday through 
Thursday from 9 to 4 and 
Fridays from 9 to 12, the 
center's staff offers free heip in 
composition, reading, basic 
English skills and are well 
informed and educated in the 
fields of linguistics and rhetoric. 

To become an English tutor the 
student must first take 
specialized courses so that he or 
she may become an effective 
learning device. Each tutor 
spends a minimum of five hours 
a week in the office and receives 
credit for his volunteer work. By 
helping others to better their 
skills, the tutor is actually 
bettering his own skills in his 
major or minor of English. 

The staff handles each person 
as an individual, almost always 
helping the student to relieve

lockers, which refund the 
student’s quarter when he takes 
his possessions out.

Being the only department 
tutoring service on campus, the 
center not only helps the 
student with English problems. 
Student Coordinator, Gus 
Angelidis stressed that problems 
need not be wholly academic. 
Any subject may be discussed 
with the tutors who try to create 
a useful experience for the 
student. 

Foreign students are especiaily 
welcomed by the center which 
furnished an abundant supply of 
tapes and language devices.

Adult center 
aids retarded

For some people segregation 
means isoletion, often total 
isolation, from the rest of 
humanity. These people are 
mentally retarded 

Schooltime is the usual 
breaking-off point when the 
retarded are separated from their 
childhood friends. From then on 
the separation grows. If upon 
graduation from special classes 
they are unable to find jobs, 
they are rarely seen again. State 
aid, institutions, foster homes 
and even parents keep them 
from the world of competition 
and pressures of modern life 

What do they do? Their 
schooling over, job opportunities 
zilch, generally they sit watching 
TV in homes or institutions. 
With the curtailing of ward space 
at the state hospitals, many have 
been returned to their 
community for the first time 
Since they were three or four 
All face a future that with time 
becomes even more uncertain. 
Unable even to cope with 
shopping for food or 
househunting their guardianship 
ultimately lies with the 
supervisorial unit of _ the 
Coroner’s office when those who 
are concerned with their welfare 
are absent 

Does anyone care? The 


members of the Sacramentc 
Acsociation fos the, Retarded 
care. For many years they have 
run 4a Development Center for 
the severely retarded adult, 
many recreation programs, a 
summer camp, and now the 
Adult Activities Center at 3184 
N Street. They support their 
centers through the sale of 
secondhand articles at Value 
Village outlets. With the 
proceeds from these stores the 
Association has been able to 
staff their programs on a weekly 
basis, recruit volunteers and 
provide bus service to and from 
their centers. 

It is in their recruitment of 
volunteers that the Sacramento 
Association for the Retarded 
begins to look different from 
other charitable organizations. 
They are not asking for people 
who have excessive maternal 
feelings or who feel volunteering 
is an end in itself. The volunteers 
af the Adult Activities Center 


‘are there because they strongly 


feel that people should not be 
segregated—put into warehouses 
“for their own protection.” 
They are there because they 
believe that a persoc has a right 
to lead and direct his own 
activities, take normal risks. And 
they are there because they 
make friends easily. 

There are weekly meetings 
between staff and volunteers at 
the Adult Activities Center. 
Projects and individuals are 
discussed. The volunteers are 
finding that the key to a 
mentally retarded person’s 
development often lies simply in 
the kind of relationship formed 
by him and his helper. 

“Many have come here the 
result of self-fulfilling prophecy” 
says Susan Handjian, Associate 
Director. “However, they come 
by it in their lives. By the time 
they are aduits, they are all 
convinced they are total failures. 
We try, through friendships and 
honest relationships to reverse 
this idea.” 

Mike Alword, Associate 
Director at the Activities Center, 
uses the medium of art to reach 
their learning potential. There 
is no sense of the classroom. 
Participants engage in a variety 
of activities, moving about, 
having coffee, sharing lunches. 
Some sit working intently with 
collage materials. Others make 
use of paint or chalk or potter’s 
wheel. Soon they will be ready 
for a pre-Christmas craft show 
selling pots, beaded work, quilts 
and art work. 

Their decision to begin a new 
project, their desire to sell some 
of their own creations, are signs 
that these retarded adults have 
overcome their past and have 
begun to discover themselves as 
capable of functioning within a 
community. 

It’s theirs as well as ours. 


















Bilingual education:

Bilingual, bicultural education 
is on the threshold of new 
horizons. The Mexican-American 
Education Project, now in its 
third year on campus, is 
authorized by the Educational 
Personal Development Act and 
funded by the United States 
Office of Education. The project 


has recruited 74 experienced and 
prospective teachers for the 
1971-72 school year, to undergo 
intensive “en bloc” teacher 
training aimed at making 
changes in teaching the Spanish 
speaker in the public schools. 
There are three parts in the 
Project; the Prospective Teachers 
Fellowship, Early Childhood 
Development Fellowship, and 





the Experienced Teachers 
Fellowship. This is the only 
program of it’s kind in the 
nation. 

The Prospective Teacher's 
Fellowship created a model for 
training teachers so that they 
can operate more effectively in a 
classroom with 
Mexican-American children. The 
program utilizes the applied 
social sciences to develop skills 
in the teacher enabling him to 
constructively work as an 
“agent of change” within the 
‘‘culture of schools.” The 
program proposes: (i) to train 
bilingual, bicultural educational 
leaders as agents of change, (2) 
to institutionally change teacher 
preparation and in-service 


training, and (3) to develop 
community accountability in 
educational programs for the 
Spanish-speaking. 

The Experienced Teachers 
Fellowship program is helping to 
fill a great need in the f. 4d of 
bilingual, bicuitural education 
and would hope to see more 
programs of this nature started 
around the country. A major 
part of the program is to provide 
the participants with an in-depth 
understanding of the cultural 
background, acculturation 
patterns, personality, and 
resulting behavior of 
Mexican-,Americans on the 
assumption that this will prepare 
them to apply methods of 
teaching the Mexican-American 
children in an informed, 
imaginative and innovative way. 
Main features of the program 
are: (1) Anthropological training 
in the areas of: (a) the culture of 
poverty, (b) the culture of the 
Mexican, Mexican-American, 
and Chicano, (c) education, and 
(d) cross-cultural child-rearing 
practices. 

Main features of the Early 
Childhood Development 
Fellowship are: (1) school 
administration and counseling 
training in the areas of: (a) 
planning, programming and 
budgeting , (b) systematic 
analysis of problems and 
development : of alternative 
solutions, (c) team problem 
solving, (d) strategies and 
processes used in developing 
curriculum, (e) leadership and 
strategies and processes of 
effecting change. (f) 


administration and supervision 
theory and techniques. (2) 
Fieldwork involving (a) a 
‘*Live-in Experience”, placing 
the participant in the role of 
fieid anthropologists, utilizing 
the technique of participant - 
observation, (») opportunities to 
discuss and evaluate current 
programs with various school 
district administrators, (c) 
orientation to and _ visitations 
with educational agencies at all 
levels, with discussions of 
problems and issues with agency 
directors, (d) working in migrant 
camps utilizing a mobile model 
classroom, (e) interaction with 
individuals and groups from the 
various Chicano communities. 
The Mexican-American 
Education Project has 
the development of 
the Dos Rios Demonstration 
School. This greater Sacramento 
area school was selected to 
demonstrate that Chicanos could 
do well in a school where they 
were respected. In a little over a 
year they raised the achievement 
level of the students, developed 
a more practical teacher-training 
program, helped to generate 
significant parental involvement 
in the school and generally, it 
has developed a successful 
bicultural school. At present 
parents, faculty, students, and 
the Mexican-American 
Education Project are quite 
proud of their achievements. 
Visitors are welcome at the 
school and at the 
Mexican-American Education 
Project, located in room 317 in 
the Science Building.

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“College students are a good-natured, 
hard-working, fun-loving bunch of kids. Oh, sure 
they do some crazy things like swallow goldfish, 
wear those shaggy raccoon coats, scream at 
football games and stuff themselves into phone 
booths. But, for the most part, college students are 
good-natured, hard-working. and fun-loving. 

That may have been an accurate description of 
the college student of 50 years ago when things 
were The Cat’s Meow rather than Right On, but 
the new image of the university student has him 
doing somewhat different things than in the days 
of the Varsity Drag. Today the student does other 
“crazy” things. He swallows hallucinogenic drugs 
rather than goldfish, wears hippie clothes, screams 
at demonstrations, and stuffs himself into an 
occasional university administrator’s office. 

Today’s American college students are in dire 
need of a good public relations firm. 

It’s in the eyes of those allegedly Concerned 
Citizens that the student image is a tainted one, 
mutilated by magazine covers screaming out about 
the Student Revolution (exploiting covers that 
often are more revolting than the Revolts 
themselves) and even more distorted by one-sided 
television coverage that shows only the student 
revolution, but never the evolution 

The medium is the mess. Newspapers, radio and, 
especially, television have given the 
people of America an even more distorted picture 
of what the Typical Today Student is like. 

The emerging stereotype is the raggedy-coifed 
revolutionary radical, endlessly partaking in varous 
school-spirited activities-bombings, seizures, 
strikes, pillage, and a little arson on the side. In his 
spare time, he downs dope, sleeps promiscuously 
in coed dorms, dresses outlandishly and that’s 
thet. 

The media displays (and displays and dislpays 
and instant replays) only his demonstration 
behavior, which might very well be out of context. 
He might be a medical student with honor grades 
who loves his mother, dates a Sensible girl, attends 
church, has a good part-time job, loves apple pie, 
and in all other ways fulfills the All-American 
dreams. But the 6 o’clock news never shows that 
part of him. 

People are frightened by the student 
moyement-—scared and acrimonious. The values 
they’ve held sacred, the goals they’ve strived 
toward suddenly are being threatend- by their 
own children. The result is panic. In a nation-wide 
poll taken last spring, the cainpus unrest problem 
ranked number one-even over war, ecology, racial 
strife, poverty and crime. 

Spring is the season in which they take place. 
Spring—when every young student's fancy turns to 
revolution , when a fresh breath means a 
mouthful of mace, and spring fever means the hot

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anger of the U.S. populace sitting by their TVs; 
counting the RPMs. 

And they aren’t exactly sitting there watching 
nothing. Last year, 1,785 demonstrations took 
place on college canpuses, including 313 building 
seizures and sit=ins, 281 anti-ROTC 
demonstrations, 246 arsons, and 7,20 student 
arrests,resulting in more than $9.5 million in 
damage. 

Television brought all the damage, fire,seizures, 
sit-ins right into our living rooms, in living red, 
white, black and blue color. The Student Radical 
could have the title of a highly successful, 
action-packed, situation TV show aired in lieu of 
the news every evening . 

The new student protrait is detrimen tal to the 
student himself—making all students appear alike, 
depersonalizing them, castrating individuality and 
sprouting new prejudices in a world already too 
full of viases. Yet the new student image can not 
be as bad as college trustees and university regents 
might fear. 

A sit-in might be a radical way of expressing an 
idea, but it certainly is more socially provocative 
and meaningfully profound than swallowing a 
goldfish. Discontented students sit in and take 
over because they are concerned with values that 
affect the total society, not just themselves. 

It’s the cause which is so important. But 
television shows only the superficial outcome of 
the student fight for that cause--the rioting, the sea 
of straggly students, the hurled rocks, the 
four-letter words. 

The bloody, fighting, hell-raising revolutionary 
student image could be--if not changed, at least 
altered-if the media could make the prublic aware 
of the issues behind the fight. Struggles for 
ecology, and end to racism,equal 
rights,community control and the finish of an 
unjust war are not difficult issues for the public 
to relate to. However, they get lost in the color 
and dramatics of the televised college 
demonstrations, which always come out looking 
like a tevelvision Fellini orgy rather than a 
concerned and optimistic fight for a better 
American future. 

College students would’nt really need a PR outfit 
to help change their image if people could grasp 
the importance of the cause behind the fight. 


The Middle American couple sitting in front of 
their new color TV no longer can afford to angrily 
turn off the 6 o’clock news of student protest and 
switch to a war movie or an Old John Wayne film. 


The channels that must be switched are the 
channels of communication, and what could 
emerge would not be a new student image at all, 
but a new national image based upon a new 
understanding.

THE ALL-WHITE SPORT 


Tennis is an all white-sport in 
the United States. There are the 
token exceptions such as Pancho 
Gonzales, Alex Olmedo, and 
Arthur Ashe. However, the great 
majority of players are white. 

To explain why there is such a 
void of other ethnic groups, look 
at what it takes to learn the 
game. Firstly, a young person 
must be exposed to the idea that 
the sport exists. Then if his 
interest is aroused it is necessary 
to obtain the basic equipment; a 
racket, tennis shoes and shorts, 
and a couple of tennis balls. This 
is the critical moment for an 
aspiring student when he must 
learn to play correctly. Without 
this essential instruction the 
game can become more work 
than play. 

Instruction is not available 
from top tennis instructors 
without a great deal of expense 
in the range of $10 per hour. 
This cost is enough to stop any

“An Educational Opportunity 
Program is a process, something 
that is in motion” according to 
David Clements, new director of 
the Educational Opportunity 
Program. Clements, from 
Carbondale, [llinois, where he 
held a number of positions at 
Southern Illinois University, was 
Program administrator at S.[.U. 
Clements presided over a 
minority supportive program 
similar to E.O.P. entitled, “An 
Experiment In Higher 
Education.” 


Asked to elaborate on the 
fundamental significance of 
minority supportive programs 
throughout California Cements 
replied, “A program such as 
E.OP. attempts to provide the 
necessary means whereby 
low-income and minority 
Students can attain an 
educational experience.” He 
contemplates the program as 
being‘‘representative of the 
political truss provoked by 
student unrest. The motivation 
of this truss derived from and 
built by white middle-class 
students. Thus when numbers of 
minority and low income 
students entered higher 
education. they found an 


institution ill-prepared to deal 
with their type of needs. Thus 
minority supportive programs 
such as E.O.P. became 
necessary.”
